Boy was killed by 
‘arrogant driving’

AN ARROGANT' motorist who was 
‘sick and tired' of children playing 
on his driveway killed his neigh¬ 
bour's five-year-old son by running 
him over, a jury has ruled. 

The parents of Riley Ferguson wept 
at Aylesbury Crown Court on Friday 
as the jurors returned the guilty 
verdict and a judge paid tribute to 
them for sitting through David 
Cowell’s trial and hearing how he 


killed their only son. The court was 
told Cowell, now of Deacon Crescent, 
Middleton, had complained to his 
neighbours about their children 
playing on his driveway but he 
claimed he only spoke to them 
because he was concerned for their 
welfare. The 42-year-old also said he 
was focused on another child and did 
not see Riley. 

However jurors convicted Cowell of 
a single charge of causing death by 
careless driving and he was told he 
must return to the same court to be 


sentenced for his ‘horrendous’ crime 
on Friday, October 21. 

Jurors heard how Cowell had left his 
home in Woodspring Court, 
Monkston, on June 7 last year to run 
an errand and had returned shortly 
after. Neighbours saw his car slow 
down as he turned into the shared 
driveway before crashing into Riley 
“This young boy lost his life because 
the defendant was fed up with the 
young kids playing on the driveway,” 
said Judge Francis Sheridan. 

“He was focused on a young child 


because he wanted to get up close to 
her and make the point ‘what are you 
doing on my driveway again?’ 

“Had he been looking forwards, he 
would have seen this little boy. 

“It was arrogant and unnecessary 
driving and, as a result, the Fergusons 
have lost their only son. 

“He should never have lost his life. 
He was there to be seen as the experts 
agreed. To drive over his head is just 
horrendous. 

“I wish to pay tribute to Mr and Mrs 
Ferguson for their immense dignity”

Economy plays 
part in rat rise

MORE rats are being found in 
the city due to the growth of 
the population and econom¬ 
ic downturn. 

Milton Keynes Council says 
it has noticed an increase in 
the amount of call-outs to 
deal with the rodents - an 
issue that is being reflected 
across the country. 

The problem was raised by 
Councillor David Hopkins at a 
Milton Keynes Council meet¬ 


ing last month, where he told 
members that there was a 
problem with rats in 
Caldecotte. 

In an official response that 
he received this week from 
the council, the authority said 
that chicken food was attract¬ 
ing more rats in Caldecotte 
over the summer, but that 
when it checked the area in 
July there was no further 
evidence of them. 

The statement said: 
“Recently, as in many 
locations across the country, 


the council has been starting 
to experience more pest relat¬ 
ed issues on our land than 
previously. There are many 
reasons but it could be argued 
the top two are the increase in 
population tends to increase 
the number of pests, and the 
economic downturn also 
tends to result in an increase. 

“The council manages its 
own land and environmental 
health officers respond to 
sightings and/or requests 
from any residents to deal 
with any problems.”

“I would particularly like 
to speak to a man who was 
walking a dog, believed to be 
a white dog, possibly a 
husky, along the redway 
prior to the offence. 

“I would also like to speak 
to a man, about 60 years old, 
seen picking blackcurrants 
near to the scene.”

A NOT-SO-LITTLE piece of 
Milton Keynes history is up 
for sale - for a remarkable 
philanthropic cause. 

The sale of the property - in 
historic Marshworth - will 
eventually go towards fund¬ 
ing the building of an orphan¬ 
age in Pakistan. 

Although the plans are in 
their infancy, it is an idea that 
has been considered for a 
while - and the time is now 
right to put the first stage of 
the plan into action. 

The sale of Amjad 
Mahmood’s family home of 18 
years will help to fund the 
‘bucket list’ dream. “It will be 
the M&S of orphanages,” 
smiled database designer 
Amjad, 52, who has seven 
children with his wife. “Good 
education, good care and 
good housing. 

“Orphanages in Pakistan 
are different to the UK - if the 
breadwinner, usually the 
father, dies, the mother often 
can’t afford to look after her 
family. There is no social sup¬ 
port. So they have to send 
their children to the orphan¬ 


age, especially from the more 
rural areas.” 

The Mahmood family home 
is one of just 22 homes in 
Marshworth - the only road 
in the city to have been built 
by the Milton Keynes 
Development Corporation 
(MKDC). All the other roads, 
including those on the neigh¬ 
bouring Tinkers Bridge estate, 
were built by individual 
developers. 

There was one, rather trans¬ 
parent, reason - the homes 
were built by MKDC for its 
own senior managers. While 


Netherfield and Coffee Hall 
were being built in the late 
‘60s look of uniform proper¬ 
ties in a utilitarian style, 
Marshworth’s homes were 
staggered, on large plots, with 
the finishing touch - a full 
garden-width pergola, which 
gave the properties private 
access to the Grand Union 
Canal. No-one could have 
anticipated this unique home, 
on the market for £750,000 
with Connells and House 
Simple, would be providing a 
home for others in a very 
different part of the world.

BeesHive, in Weston Road, 
provides its own heat and 
water and is made from local 
stone and sustainable timber. 

The property was featured

bees. 

According to the MoS, the 
harvesting of rainwater cuts 
the amount of mains water 
used, while heating is 
provided by twin ground- 
source heat pumps. The 
house also has climate- 
control, water-based 
underfloor heating and an air 
exchange ventilation system. 

The property is being 
marketed through Michael 
Graham.

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Delay’s a waste

A ‘FLAGSHIP’ waste facility 
is now scheduled to open in 
May next year, five months 
behind schedule, due to the 
unexpected insolvency of a 
major contractor. 

The delay is expected to cost 
MK Council about £4million 
during the next year. 

The Residual Waste 
Treatment Facility in Old 
Wolverton is expected to save 
millions of pounds over its 
lifetime and was almost ready 
to be officially opened when a 
major contractor went into 


administration. This 11th 
hour delay to the project 
means the multi-million 
pound dividends will not 
benefit the council as soon as 
it was hoped. 

The authority had forecast 
savings of more than £4mil- 
lion during the coming 
financial year but now the 
financial benefits will be felt 
towards the end of the 
contract - in about 15 years. 

The high-tech plant will 
save money by lowering the 
cost of disposing of the city’s 
household waste as landfill 
charges have increased 
significantly over the last few 


years. In hard numbers, it is 
designed to process about 
132,000 tonnes of black sack 
waste per year from 
households and businesses. 

This will save an estimated 
£50million over the next 25 
years. 

Cllr Rob Middleton, 
portfolio holder for resources 
at the council, said “I am 
bitterly disappointed that 
this flagship facility is now 
five months behind schedule. 

“At a time of budget cutting, 
the forecast savings of more 
than £4million during the 
coming financial year will be 
sorely missed.”

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Rosetta probe 
sniffs success 



Research mission: Dr Geraint Morgan and the spacecraft

THE Rosetta Mission ended 
with a controlled descent to 
the surface of Comet 67P on 
Friday. 

However, its legacy will live 
on in applications on earth, 
developed by academics at 
The Open University (OU), 
which is based in the city. 

The European Space Agency 
(ESA) Rosetta spacecraft 
arrived at Comet 67P on 
August 6, 2014, following a 
10-year journey through our 
Solar System. The Philae 
Lander was sent down to the 
surface on November 12, 
2014, marking the first ever 
landing on a comet. 

The OU legacy from the 
Rosetta Mission is a mini¬ 
research laboratory called 
Ptolemy. Designed by space 
scientists at the OU and 
Rutherford Appleton 
Laboratory, Ptolemy ‘sniffed’ 
to detect the isotopic make¬ 
up of the comet. 

Expertise developed for 
Ptolemy is now being adapted 
for use in the health sector 
and commercial applica¬ 


tions. Ptolemy team member 
and academic lead on space 
technology transfer activities 
Dr Geraint Morgan, from the 
OU, said: “Missions like 
Rosetta really push the 
boundaries of science and 
engineering. 

“It has been fantastic 
collaborating on the ESA 
Rosetta Mission and to apply 
the technology to change 
lives on earth.” 

Dr Morgan and his 
colleagues in space science 


have used Ptolemy expertise 
to develop a procedure that 
mimics how dogs smell and is 
able to ‘sniff’ for cancer. 

Members of the team also 
developed an award-winning 
analyser to assess the quality 
of the air inside British sub¬ 
marines and raise alerts if 
there is a build-up of danger¬ 
ous gases. Expertise has been 
used by perfumeries in Paris 
to improve fragrances and is 
being applied by hoteliers to 
‘sniff’ for bed bugs.

A TEAM from The National

Call for ‘silent track' 
on new railway line

A COUNCILLOR is calling for 
plans to mitigate noise on 
the new East West Rail Line 
as much as possible. 

Danesborough and Walton 
councillor David Hopkins is 
writing to Milton Keynes 
Council planning officers 
urging them to protect 
residents by insisting that 
Network Rail produces plans 
for extensive noise mitigation 
measures along much of the 
route of the planned East 
West Rail project. 

He said: “Like many local 
residents, while being 
supportive of the upgrade to 
the route, I am deeply 
concerned that Network Rail 
may attempt to undertake the 
upgrade without having due 
regard of the impact the 
scheme will have on people’s 
daily lives.” 

The line is set to pass 
through the parishes of 
Walton, which includes 
Caldecotte, Old Farm Park 
and Browns Wood, Bow 
Brickhill and Woburn Sands. 

Cllr Hopkins has written to 
the council expressing his 


insistence that Network Rail 
installs ‘silent track’ along the 
residential section of track 
between Fenny Stratford and 
Aspley Guise. 

The news that planners in 
Central Bedfordshire may be 
considering a rail freight 
terminal at Ridgmont and 
electrification of the line is 
planned providing a direct 
freight route from 
Southampton to Sheffield (via 
this line) have increased 
pressures for ‘silent track’ to 


be laid to mitigate the noise 
impacts of freight traffic in 
particular, which can be up to 
a kilometre in length. 

Cllr Hopkins is not only 
requesting that future 
planning applications from 
Network Rail require the 
installation of ‘silent track’ as 
a planning condition but that 
monitoring of noise and 
vibrations to people’s homes 
also be a condition of 
any forthcoming planning 
applications.

The phoenix rising 
from Arcade ashes

BUSINESSES in Stony Stratford are on 
the road to recovery following the 
devastating fire in May - but it is still a 
long journey, according to one expert. 

The town was devastated by the blaze 
five months ago after a historic building 
in Stratford Arcade caught fire. 

The wreckage left the High Street look¬ 
ing an eyesore, so artist Kate Davies 
started a community project to design a 
mural that could cover some of the 
hoardings in the town and create a nicer 
feel. And there has been more good news 


this week as eight tenants that worked in 
offices in the Arcade have been able to 
return to their refurbished spaces. 

However it will still take six months for 
Hairmasters hairdressers and the 
Mangetout cafe to return. 

“The town was seriously impacted by 
the events in May but there has been 
progress,” said Ross Ellens, chairman of 
the Stony Stratford Business 
Association. 

“We’re still suffering and still feeling 
the impact of it and we will do until such 
a time as the buildings are back, which 
could take two years. 

“But it is great that we are making 


progress and the mural has been ever so 
well received. 

“We’re making steps to get back to 
normal but it will be a slow process.” 

Artist Kate added: “I am delighted that 
the boards painted by the Stony 
community have now been erected in 
the High Street covering where the burnt 
buildings were.” 

The Phoenix Project which created 
the mural still needs another £1,000 
to help pay for the materials that were 
used.

Big change 
for owners 
as rates rise 

THOUSANDS of firms are 
about to see ‘the largest 
change in a generation’ to 
the amount they pay in 
business rates. 

Companies in Milton 
Keynes found out on Friday 
what their bill is likely to be 
for the next five years. 

London and parts of the 
South East faced the biggest 
increase, but will also 
receive the biggest cushion 
from a transitional period. 

Businesses’ rates are an 
extra tax on the shops, 
offices, warehouses and 
factories they use. Rates are 
the third biggest outgoing 
for many small businesses 
after rent and staff costs. 

Business rates are based on 
rental values, but also take 
into account things like the 
value of machinery and 
equipment as well as the 
sector the business is 
operating in. 

When business rates are 
revalued, the Government 
provides a transitional 
arrangement, to help 
companies adapt. 

The revaluation was due 
two years ago, but was 
delayed because the 
Government wanted to avoid 
‘sharp changes’ to business 
rate bills. 

Authorities keep 50 per 
cent of local business rates. 
The other half goes to a 
central government pool and 
is redistributed back to local 
authorities according to 
need. The Government is 
working towards local 
authorities keeping 100 per 
cent of business rates in 
what George Osborne called 
the ‘biggest transfer of 
power to our local 
government in living 
memory’.

Brothers’ dream hits the road 


A MAN who set up a business 
in Bletchley after health 
concerns is encouraging others 
not to hesitate in setting up 
their dream firms. 

Mohammed Zubair spent 
three years training as a 
London cabbie but then his 
health deteriorated. 

He was diagnosed with Type 2 
diabetes and after months of 
treatment, four injections a day 
and a diet of drugs he had a 
radical rethink. 

A decade later he has 
dropped several stone in 
weight, become an 
accomplished long-distance 
cyclist and runs a growing 


business with brother, and 
fellow diabetes sufferer, 
Mohammed Imran. 

Called Deals on Wheels, it has 
just undergone a six figure 
investment and expansion 
programme. 

“After initial treatment I 
started helping out at a friend’s 
garage,” said Mr Zubair. 

“At 33 I went back to college 
to study motor engineering, 
then Imran and I started selling 
part-worn tyres. We sell 1,200 
new tyres a month now and 
that’s only part of the 
business.” 

Deals on Wheels offers 
vehicle services, repairs and 


maintenance at centres in 
Tavistock Street, Bletchley, and 
Bedford. The brothers by-pass 
traditional tyre suppliers, 
travelling through Europe and 
China to find deals. 

Mr Zubair often cycles the 20 
miles between the Bedford and 
Bletchley offices. 

“Make the decision that’s 
right for you,” he said. 

“We went into recession 
shortly after launching Deals 
on Wheels - that wasn’t stress 
free! 

“But long term it’s been right 
for us. We work hard, but it’s 
paid off - that’s all you can 
ask for, isn’t it?”

CARROT AND PECAN CUPCAKES 

WITH HONEY CREAMCHEESE ICING 


Ingredients 

200g light brown muscovado sugar 
200ml sunflower oil 

2 large eggs 
15g runny honey 
Itsp baking powder 

Vz tsp bicarbonate of soda 
1 tsp ground cinnamon 
1 tsp ground ginger 
Vz tsp ground nutmeg 

3 cardamom pods 
pinch of salt 
200g plain flour 

220g carrots (peeled and grated) 
80g roughly chopped pecan nuts 
300g icing sugar 
45g unsalted butter (room 
temperature) 

110g cream cheese 
15g runny honey 



Method 

1) Preheat the oven to 170°C or Gas Mark 3 and line a muffin tin with 12 cases. 

2) In a large bowl mix together the eggs, sugar and oil with an electric hand whisk. 

3) Remove the cardamom from their pods and grind in a pestle and mortar. In a sepa¬ 
rate bowl, sift together the flour, baking powder, bicarbonate of soda, cinnamon, ginger, 
nutmeg, ground cardamom and add the salt. 

4) Slowly add the dry ingredients to the wet and beat with the whisk until well-mixed. 

5) Stir in the grated carrots, then stir in the chopped pecans using a spoon. Do not use 
the electric whisk. 

6) Spoon the batter into the prepared cases and then bake the cupcakes in the oven for 
20-25 minutes. Poke one of the cakes with a skewer and if it comes out clean they are 
cooked. Remove from the oven and allow to cool slightly. Then place the cakes on a wire 
rack to cool completely. 

7) While the cakes are cooling, make the icing. Sift the icing sugar into a large bowl and 
then add the butter. Beat with an electric hand whisk until well-incorporated. 

8) Add the cream cheese and the honey and beat until all the ingredients are fully mixed 
and the icing is light and fluffy. 

9) When the cakes are completely cool you can ice them.

David Niven's naughty home 



DAVID Niven was the sort of 
Englishman that is fast 
disappearing these days. Not 
only was he debonair, dashing, 
witty, stylish and an all-round 
officer and gentleman but he 
also enjoyed a long and glittering 
career in Hollywood. 

This includes both as a serious 
and comedy actor in nearly 100 
movies films right up until his 
death in 1983. 

These included most famously 
central roles in several Pink 
Panther films as well as 1961’s 
The Guns of Navaronne, as a 
spoof James Bond in Casino 
Royale in 1967 and as a 
love-struck airman in the Powell 
and Pressburger 1947 
masterpiece A Matter of Life and 
Death. 

His early academic career was 
not such a success. He attended 
Heatherdown Preparatory 
School in Berkshire from which 
he was expelled for playing too 
many pranks on masters and 
fellow pupils alike, and had to 
attend a crammer in order to 
pass the exams to enter the navy, 


which he failed to do and 
subsequently attended Stowe 
school. 

The crammer was at a 
vicarage in Penn Street, a small 
hamlet in Buckinghamshire 
where he was tutored along with 
a dozen other miscreant boys by 
the Reverend Arthur or ‘Pa’ 
Browning, the grandson of poet 
Robert Browning, 

Niven lived there for two years 
and, in his best-selling 


autobiography The Moon’s a 
Balloon, he records his time at 
Flint House as “a very pleasant 
interlude”. 

Flint house is now for sale for

Where it was 
important to 
be earnest 



I t is now 121 years since The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest, Oscar Wilde’s 
most famous play, was first 
performed. And yet it 
remains popular to this day, 
including a revival in 2011 as 
well as being adapted for the 
cinema three times. 

Its farcical plot focusses on 
the degrees to which young 
artistic Victorians would go to 
escape the era’s suffocating 
social rules and was set among 
a group of louche friends living 
in a boho area of central 
London. 

The play opens in the 
apartment of the play’s central 
character, Algernon Moncrief 
and is where the satire first 
bites, ridiculing the rules of 
marriage proposal prevalent 
during the late 1890s. 

The apartment was modelled 
by Wilde on a house at 14 Half 


Moon Street, a white 
stucco-fronted block called 
Gannon Apartments where rich 
young single men boarded at the 
time, many of whom were 
friends with Wilde.

WHERE better to set a science 
fiction film featuring a dystopian 
nightmare of global warming, 
energy supply collapse and 
gaming escapism than in one of 
the UK’s inner cities? 

That’s the plan film director 
Stephen Spielberg clearly has as 
he is currently filming Ready 
Player One, a film based on the 
eponymous 2011 sci-fi novel by 
Ernest Cline, in an 
up-and-coming area of the West 
Midlands. 

The film is set in the year 2044 
in which an impoverished global 
population distracts itself from 
the growing economic and 
environmental disaster around it 
by living in a virtual world. 

The film, which is to star Rona 
Morison, Ben Mendelsohn, 

Simon Pegg, Tye Sheridan and 
Mark Rylance, is due out in 2018. 

During August Spielberg and

New Q5 grows and sheds weight

DESIGNERS and engineers at 
Audi have achieved the seemingly 
impossible in the latest version of 
the company’s top-selling SUV. 
For the all-new Q5 - revealed at 
the Paris Motor Show - weighs 
in at up to 90kg lighter than its 
predecessor despite being longer 
and wider with more room both 
inside and in the boot. 

At 4.66 metres long, 1.89 metres 
wide and 1.66 metres tall with a 


2.82-metre wheelbase the new 
Q5 has grown in nearly all of its 
dimensions. 

Styling is evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary, but while the looks 
are unmistakably Audi, the latest 
Q5 has, in fact, been reworked 
from the ground up. 

Driver assistance systems - 
some of them optional - are 
comprehensive and, according 
to Audi represent a next step 


towards piloted driving. They 
are bundled into three driver 
assistance packages - Tour, 
Parking and Parking Advanced. 
The predictive efficiency assistant 
helps the driver save fuel by 
specific information on the car’s 
surroundings. Adaptive cruise 
control (ACC) including traffic 
jam assist can handle some of 
the steering work in slow-moving 
traffic. 


Active lane assist makes it easier 
to stay in lane while distance 
warning alerts the driver when 
the gap to another vehicle drops 
below a safe distance. 

Cross traffic assist rear, an 
exit warning system, collision 
avoidance assist and turn assist 
are other new safety features 
while Audi pre-sense city is a 
standard feature which warns 
of pedestrians and vehicles 
and may initiate automatic 
emergency braking. Park assist, 
camera-based recognition of 
traffic signs and hill descent 
assist round out the available 
features. 

When it arrives in the UK next 
Spring the new Q5 will be 
available with a powerful 2.0 TDI 
diesel engine producing 190PS. 
Soon after the launch a revised 
2.0 TFSI petrol engine will also 
be available followed later by 
an intensively revised 3.0 TDI. 

The drivetrain - including the 
six-speed manual transmission 
and seven-speed S-tronic 
box - have been extensively 
redeveloped and the Q5’s auto 
transmissions now integrate a 
fuel-saving freewheel function. 
The latest quattro all when drive 
system comes with what the 
company calls ultra-technology 
which disengages the rear-axle 
drive whenever it is not needed 
and, if necessary, proactively 
re-engages it. The new concept 
boosts efficiency without 
reducing traction or driving 
dynamics, says the company.

SOME years ago the MPV - or people 
mover - was the ‘wow factor’on wheels. 
They sold like hot cakes and were the 
perfect answer to family transport. 

But trends changed and the SUV, 
compact SUV and lifestyle estate carved 
their slices from the MPV’s popularity - so 
you might be forgiven for thinking that the 
people mover may have taken a back seat 
in terms of mass appeal.

The FR-Line trim is the top option for 
Alhambra and the black Alcantara 
upholstery certainly enhanced what is 
a very well specified car as standard. 

Apart from a number of other trim features 
the FR Line treatment offers 18-inch alloy 
wheels which certainly make this model 
stand out from the crowd. 

Wide sliding rear doors make easy access 
into the rear and it possible lower rows 
two and three flat into the floor, leaving 
a van-like load space.

RIO has dominated 2016 and Kia is keeping 
the carnival feel alive with a spectacular 
reveal of its latest hatchback at the Paris 
Motor Show. The new model - the fourth 
generation of the Korean company’s global 
top seller - will be on the road early next 
year. It’s bigger than before, comes with 
Kia’s latest design inside and out and will 
be available only as a five door model. 
Kia claims the new Rio offers more space 
inside than any other compact hatch on 
the market and boot space is 325 litres. It’s 
features full connectivity including Apple 
Car Play and Android Auto and will be the 
first in its segment to come with automatic 
emergency braking complete with 
pedestrian recognition as standard - which 
should help keep insurance costs down. The 
new Rio will be available with a variety of 
engines including Kia’s new 1.0-litre turbo 


HYUNDAI is planning a hot hatch with performance to rival the likes of the Audi RS and even BMW’s mighty M machines. 
Dressed to thrill, the Hyundai RN30 was revealed at the Paris Motor Show in concept form by Albert Biermann - the Korean 
company’s newly-appointed head of high performance cars. Based on the New Generation Hyundai i30, the RN30 was born 
as a racing machine, and is the first example Hyundai’s new range of N sports models announced last year. 

Powered by a 2.0-litre turbo boosted to 380 horsepower the RN30 is in the same league as the likes of Ford’s Focus RS and 
the BMW M2. “The RN30 embodies the concept of a strong, high-performance car that brings dynamic, sporty driving,” says 
Albert Biermann, who joined Hyundai after working for BMW’s M division. “Soon to evolve into our first N model, the RN30 
is inspired by our passion to provide a high-performance car that everybody can enjoy effortlessly.” With huge spoilers and 
aerodynamic body kit, the RN30 concept has already undergone testing at the legendary Nurburgring in Germany and Mr 
Biermann said that an BON was already slated for development as a production car and due for release next year. When 
developing the RN30, Hyundai’s designers and engineers took a new approach to reducing weight and lowering the center of 
gravity. Instead of using carbon fibre reinforced polymer (CFRP) common to most high-performance cars, Hyundai broke 
the mould with all-new high-performance plastic materials, developed in collaboration with leading global chemical company 
BASF. The lightweight body is designed to boost handling and acceleration while inside the interior was stripped down and 
the seats pushed back and lowered to achieve a low centre of gravity, ideal for performance driving. The RN30 has been 
developed at Hyundai Kia’s research and development centre in Namyang in Korea where Mr Biermann is based.

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RENAULT’S ELECTRIC 
CHARGE

EVERYDAY all-electric motoring 
has come one step closer to reality 
with the unveiling of a new battery 
powered model which is theoretically 
capable of being driven from the 
North of England to London on a 
single charge. 

The latest Renault ZOE, unveiled at 
the Paris Motor Show, has the longest 
range of any mainstream electric 
vehicle at 250 miles (400km) - twice 
the distance delivered by the model 
at the time of its original launch. 

In real-world driving, however, 
Renault estimates that the Zoe 
fitted with the new Z.E. 40 battery 
has a range of 186 miles (300km) in 
urban or suburban areas. Still pretty 
impressive and a major step forward 
for all-electric power. 

According to Renault Group chairman 
Carlos Ghosn: “Renault has added a 
new dimension to the world of electric 
vehicles. It’s a breakthrough in all¬ 
electric motoring that will provide the 
range needed to make any motorist 
comfortable choosing electric.” 

ZOE models fitted with the new 
battery are expected to be available 
in Britain in November. 



FORD GIVES FIESTA ST FIVE BY: DAVID WHINYATES 



FOR the first time in its history 
the Ford Fiesta ST hatchback is 
being made available as a five- 
door alongside the three-door 
model. 

Applied wisdom in the motor 
industry has usually dictated that 
hot hatchbacks should come with 
three doors, but the decision by 
Ford to add the five door makes 
good marketing sense and will 
make this higher performance 
version of the Fiesta more 
attractive to family drivers who 
still want to get an extra kick out 
of their motoring. 

It will provide additional practicality 
thanks to easier access to the 
rear seats for passengers and for 
parents with small children, while 
retaining the performance and 
driving dynamics that earned the 


Fiesta ST more than 20 awards 
around the globe during its first 
year on sale. 

The model’s 1.6-litre EcoBoost 
petrol engine delivers 182PS 
and 240Nm of torque, enabling 
0-62mph acceleration in 6.9 
seconds alongside 46.3mpg fuel 
efficiency and 141g/km C02 
emissions. 

The performance-tuned chassis 
features optimised suspension, 
steering and brakes, supported 
by enhanced Torque Vectoring 
Control - which applies brake 
force to the inside front wheel 
when cornering to improve road 
holding and reduce understeer 
without affecting speed - and 
three-mode Electronic Stability 
Control.

on the ST include 17-inch alloy 
wheels, unique grille, dynamic 
headlight design, and a rear 
diffuser.

“Growing numbers of customers 
have been asking us for a five-door 
version,” according to Roelant 
de Waard, Ford of Europe’s vice 
president, of marketing, sales and 
service. “The Fiesta ST with five 
doors makes an affordable Ford 
Performance driving experience 
accessible to an even greater 
number of customers.” 

Priced from £19,495 in the UK 
on ST-2 and ST-3 series from 
October, Ford predicts the new 
five door model will account for 
25 per cent of Fiesta ST sales in

Nash on cusp 



of title win

NEWPORT Pagnell racer James 
Nash moved a step closer to claim¬ 
ing the TCR International Series 
title as he clinched a double podi¬ 
um in the Championship's penul¬ 
timate weekend in Malaysia. 

Nash, pictured, finished third in 
the first race in his Lukoil SEAT 
before going one better in the 
second, and with Championship 
rivals faltering he extended his 
lead to 17 points. 

He also secured the team title for 
Craft Bamboo Racing. 

The races were held as part of the 
Formula 1 Grand Prix weekend 
and with Milton Keynes-based 
Red Bull taking a one-two in the 
main event, Nash continued an 
excellent weekend for the city. 

In the first race he qualified 
eighth but fought his way through 
the field to take third behind 
winner Roberto Colciago in the 
Honda, while his teammate Kevin 
Gleeson took the win in race two, 
Nash following behind. 

Defending champion Stefano 
Comini is his closest rival and 
finished second ahead of Nash in 
the first race. 

But he would fail to score in the 


second race, after being given a 30 
second time penalty for causing a 
collision. 

Pepe Oriola, Comini’s team mate 
in the Volkswagen and third in the 
Championship, also finished out¬ 
side of the points having been 
caught up in a number of on-track 
incidents, with Nash taking full 
advantage by claiming second. 

It means Nash has a 17 point 
cushion over Comini and 33 to 
Oriola, with 55 points available in 
the final two races. 

Those races will take place on the 
Macau street circuit at the end of 
November in what promises to be 
a thrilling climax to the season. 

“The point gap isn’t enough for 
me to be able to relax, but it’s nice 
to go into the last round in the 
lead,” said Nash. 

“I had a few problems with my 
breaks during the first race so it 
was tough going. 

“If I’m honest I didn’t think going 
from eighth to third was possible 
as I had a lot of good guys around 
me so I had to make a few brave 
moves. 

“As for race two, always being in 
the thick of the action is really 
hard and picking my moment to 
push or to attack is complicated, 
but it worked really well today.”

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Red Bull step it 
up in Malaysia

RED Bull's Daniel Ricciardo 
won the Malaysian Grand 
Prix on Sunday, with team¬ 
mate Max Verstappen 
completing a stunning one- 
two for the Tilbrook team for 
the first time in three years. 

The win was Ricciardo’s first 
of the season, and only the 


second time a Mercedes hasn’t 
topped the podium in 2016 
following Verstappen’s win in 
Spain, and he celebrated in 
style by drinking champagne 
from his shoe on the podium. 

Mercedes’ Lewis Hamilton 
had looked like taking victory 
on Sunday, only for his engine 
to blow up on lap 43, leaving 
the path clear for Ricciardo 
and Verstappen. 


“What a day, I’m feeling a bit 
emotional and overwhelmed,” 
Ricciardo said. 

“This is probably the sweati¬ 
est race to do a shoey - I felt a 
bit sorry for the others having 
to drink from my shoe but the 
crowd were encouraging me!” 

Team boss Christian Horner 
said: “To achieve a first and 
second here is beyond our 
wildest expectations.”
